Patterson said he understood 
the two photographs used in mak- 
ing up the composite came from 
the Times-Herald library and that 
the composite was made up in the 
newspaper’s photo department. 

Used in Smear Tabloid. 


The picture was used in the 
four-page smear tabloid, From the 
Record, 500,000 copies of which 
were run off in the Washington 
Times-Herald presses. The publi- 
cation, composed, Tydings has 
said, of “a tissue of lies,” was 
distributed in Maryland just be- 
fore the election last November. 
The committee is inquiring into 
the tactics used by supporters of 
John Marshall Butler, Republican, 
to defeat Tydings. 

Patterson, who formerly lived 
in Chicago, where bis law firm 
there represented the Chicago 
Tribune, said that Frank Smith, 
chief editorial writer for the 
Times-Herald, was in charge of 
the preparation of the tabloid. 
Smith is now administrative as- 
sistant to Senator Butler. 

His function, Patterson said, was 
to examine the proofs of the 
tabloid for possible libel. He went 
over the proofs, he said, with 
Smith and Miss Jean Kerr, a 
secretary of Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, about two 
weeks before the election. He 
said particular attention was 
given the phony Tydings-Browde 
picture. ss

TAIPEI, Formosa, March 8 
(AP)—Nationalist China’s Defense 
Ministry said today the Chinese 
Communists had executed 210,000 


persons in three provinces up to 
the end of January. 

A statement issued by the min- 
istry’s Military Information Se 
ice said the Reds’ own official 
figures indicated execution of 90,- 
000 persons in Kwangsi province; 
70,000 in Kwangtung, and 50,000 
in Fukien. 

(The Nationalists’ official Cen- 
tral News Agency said Wednes- 
day the Reds had executed more 
than 20,000 this year in Fukien 
province.) 

The Defense Ministry contends 
the Reds’ goal, set in Moscow, is 
execution of 25,000,000 persons to 
crush all internal resistance be-

He referred to McCarthy's

I am a farmer’s wife, and I read of 
the “consumer's indignation meeting” 
held in St. Louis.

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Stalemate in Korea 


The present status of the battle seems close to 
stalemate, for the reasons given by the Far 
Eastern commander. First, there is no sign that 


the United Nations army. This is being skill- 
fully accomplished, but it offers no prospect of 
immediate victory but only of long attrition. 

Gen. MacArthur also states that there are 
limits on his freedom to take offensive action. 
Apparently he refers to the questions of crossing 
the thirty-eighth parallel and to bombing bases 
in China. To do either might put the West 
deeper into war with China, and to what point? 

As long as attrition is more important than 
advancing the front, the parallel is somewhat 
academic, as Gen. MacArthur once said. Bomb- 
ing China could easily lead to major war in 
Asia. Such a war could not be settled in Korea, 
and few responsible militar men wish to un- 
dertake war in the vast spaces of China, while 
we have more important commitments in Europe. 

Hence the Korean stalemate seems not so 
much a possibility as a reality. What now’? Gen. 
MacArthur states that the answer is “far be- 
yond the scope” of his authority. Washington, 
and the United Nations, will have to decide. 

Secretary of State Acheson said a few days 
ago that the UN must stand firm in Korea as 
long as aggression exists. At the same time the 
UN can hardly deny a Chinese interest in the 
neighboring country. Stalemate offers nothing 
to either side but bloodshed without prospect 
of military decision. 

Yet for this obvious reason, peace negotiations 
ought to be more feasible now than at any time 
when one side or the other seemed to have 
victory within reach. Is it not possible that the 
Peiping Government has learned now that ag- 
gression cannot win, but can only erode its 
best military strength? Has the West finally 
determined that complete victory in Korea 
is not worth the risk of total Asian war? 

Gen. MacArthur’s statement is an invitation 
to vigorous diplomatic action. The UN could use 
this period of stalemate for a new effort to 
reach a settlement with China, and the State 
Department could assist in the effort. For the 
time of stalemate is the time to talk peace. 
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Beyond the Indictments 

The federal grand jury which is investigating 
income tax evasion on Judge George H. Moore's 
instructions has a bigger job than the filing of 
indictments in several specific cases. 

It ought to go into the whole ugly story of 
a “fix” as charged by Robert L. Sharp, retired 
agent in the intelligence unit of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau here. 

Mr. Sharp, who served 25 years in the bureau, 
charges that certain St. Louis tax cases have 
not been prosecuted. He says that his letters 
to superiors in the bureau, protesting against 
the failure to prosecute, brought no action. He 
hints that certain cases were handled by a 
lawyer who “is close to the President or to the 
Secretary of the Treasury,” and he suggests 
that if any of this lawyer’s cases have been 
prosecuted he is not aware of it. 


There is, of course, room for a difference of © 


judgment among internal revenue agents and 
representatives of the Attorney General as to 
whether specific tax cases can successfully be 
prosecuted. But if decisions not to prosecute 
follow a pattern—for example, the pattern of 
representation by a single highly-connected law- 
yer—then the most relentless investigation is 
called for. 

Disclosures in the RFC investigation have 
given the country a depressing glimpse of the 
moral tone prevailing in some sectors of Wash- 
ington officialdom. Does the same low level of 
official morality infect the, handling of tax 
evasion cases in Missouri? The St. Louis grand 
jury should find out. 
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An Election as Well as a Primary 

If any independent voters in the Eleventh Con- 
gressional District stay away from the polls 
Friday because they do not care to participate 
in a party primary, they will disfranchise them- 
selves without cause. 

It is true that the Bakewell-Schendel race to 
fill the House vacancy caused by John B, Sulli- 
van's death will be decided on fhe same day 
that St. Louis holds a municipal primary. But 
it is not necessary to vote in the primary to 
vote in the special congressional election. An 
Eleventh District voter who does not wish to 
ask for a Republican or Democratic city ballot 
may ask only for a blanket ballot in the 
Bakewell-Schendel race. 

We believe that voters should take part in 
primaries since it is in primaries that the fields 
are reduced and nominees are chosen. This is, 
‘however, a matter for individual preference. In 
the Eleventh District independent voters may 
vote in the congressional race and have no 
part in the municipal primary if that is their 


choice. 
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RFC Director Walter H. Dunham's admission 
to the Fulbright committee that “I think I am 
entirely lacking in political sagacity” sounds 
very much like the beginnings of it. 


The Parisian Merry-Go-Round 

France's political merry-goround has been 
revolving merrily since the fall of the Pleven 
cabinet, with no indication }et of who will come 
up with the brass ring this time. President 
Auriol already has tried, in succession, Popular

probable results hazardous. 

Before any elections can be held, the moderate 
parties will have to reach some agreement about 
the election laws, the specific issue which top- 
pled the Pleven cabinet. Frenchmen. ne doubt, 
would particularly appreciate the irony of the 
result if it turned out that the moderates’ 
squabbling over election laws forced an elec- 
tion, conducted under the existing system, which 
strengthened, or just maintained, a dispropor- 
tionate representation of the power of DeGaulle 
and the Communists. 
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Lohbeck’s Abuse of Freedom 

An anti-Jewish, anti-Negro and anti-progres- 
sive appeal as mendacious and vile as anything 
ever concocted by the Nazi Goebbels is being 
addressed to the voters of the Eleventh Congres- 
sional District. This poisoned brew of passion 
and prejudice is being spread by Don Lohbeck 
of Gerald L. K. Smith's so-called Christian Na- 
tionalist Party, a man whé has the temerity to 
seek the place in Congress. filled so honorably 
by the late John B. Sullivan. 

So the question arises as to how such a man's 
name gets onto the ballot. This is not the first 
time that it has been there. He was a candidate 
for the same office in the General Election of 
last Nov. 7. Then, Mr. Sullivan was elected 
by 57,225 votes. His Republican opponent, Mr. 
Redmond, was given 31,163 votes. Only a 
measly 280 votes were cast for Lohbeck. There 
is a crystal clear indication of the contempt in 
which the voters hold Lohbeck and his warped 
ideas. ; 

There is a general impression that a party 
must poll more than 3 per cent of the votes to 
have a candidate on the ballot in 4 succeeding 
election. This view, based on an old provision 
governing primaries, is wrong. The Missouri 
Supreme Court in State er rel. Gipe vs. Nelson 
made it clear that it is the intent of the law to 
“give a completely free and open opportunity to 
anyone who wanted to be a candidate for any of- 
fice.” So it is only necessary for the central 
committee of a party, no matter how small, to 
designate a candidate and to pay the filing fee. 

That is why the name of Lohbeck, the man 
who less than six months ago could get only 
about three-tenths of 1 per cent of the votes cast 
in the Eleventh District, will be on the ballot 
again to affront the eyes of the voters of that 
district. 

This, unhappily, is part of the cost of freedom. 
The State Supreme Court handed down its de- 
cision on behalf of a Socialist candidate for 
Governor in 1948. He was the representative of 
a party of which few Missourians approve, but 
which has stated its views with dignity and sin- 
cerity. We believe that it is good for democ- 
racy to have small groups thus participating in 
public affairs. More than once, they have pro- 
vided the leaven of new life for the older, domi- 
nant parties. So we would not slam the door on 
them just to get rid of a Lohbeck. 

We know that Lohbeck’s abuse of free discus- 
sion and free elections will be utterly and dev- 
astatingly rejected. We hope that Friday he 
does not get even 280 votes. 
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Happy Birthday to Robert’s Rules 


The meeting will now come to order. Thanks 
to an article in The Christian Science Monitor, 
we learn that this year is the seventy-fifth an- 
niversary of the famous Robert’s “Rules of 
Order,” a book which has made parliamentar- 
ians of sorts out of many Americans since 1876, 
and is still a best seller. 


Emilie Tavel writes in The Monitor that Henry 
M. Robert, former Chief of Army Engineers, 
had to assume financial responsibility for his 


little red book before any publisher would 


print it. D. Appleton & Co. politely rejected the 
work, much to its later regret, for by now more 
than 1,500,000 copies have been sold. Robert’s 
“Rules” was the first concise’ code of conduct 
for democratic assemblies, and it remains the 
last word on the subject. 


So now we are ready for the question. In a 
period when much of the world still knows 
nothing of democratic method, when part of 
the world opposes it, and when even in the 
democracies there is a threat of disorderly 
mob rule at times, be it resolved that Robert's 
“Rules of Order” stands as an everlasting con- 
stant measure of civilized social effort. 

All in favor say aye, and the fellow who says 
no is out of order. 
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G.M. Profits ae Prices 


Last week General Motors, along with other 
auto makers, received Government permission 
to raise prices 342 per cent. 

This week General Motors issued its annual 
report, which revealed net profits in 1950 of 
$834,044,039. That was the biggest profit ever 
earned by any corporation. It was 27 per cent 
higher than G.M.’s 1949 profit. 

Why a corporation with profits‘like this needs 
still another price increase will baffle many 
consumers. In its report to stockholders, G.M. 
said: 

If profits were not to fluctuate, prices 
would have to be increased in periods of low 
volume but would fall in periods of high 
volume. Such a policy would not be desir- 
able nor would it be practical in an industry 
like the automotive industry, in which any 
approach to pricing is subject to the impact 
of both costs and competition.

Behind President Truman’s instructions 
to John Foster Dulles to proceed with 
negotiations for a Japanese peace treaty is 
a remarkable and heartening story of 
professional diplomacy tackling a difficult 
assignment in a quiet manner and making 
extraordinary progress. . 

Mr. Dulles was given the assignment 
of securing such a treaty 10 months ago. 
He prepared his plan of action. He set 
to work. This week he returned to Wash- 
ington from Tokyo, Manila, Canberra and 
and Wellington, and 
was able to report to ee 
the President that: > * 

1. He has in his 
pocket a draft of a 
Japanese treaty 
which is generally 
satisfattory both to 
this Government and 
to the Japanese. 

2. This draft is 
also generally accep- 
table to our Pacific 
allies, principally the 
Philippines, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand. 

3. It is prepared in the form of an in- 
strument which is to be ratified through 
“diplomatic channels,” as opposed to the 
conventional big conference, which gets 
it out of the propaganda area. 

Quiet, Skillful Diplomacy 

4. It involves base rights for American 
armed forces in Japan not as something 
we, have demanded of the Japanese in 
return for the treaty but as something the 
Japanese themselves have requested us to 
do. ? 

5. There is every reason to expect its 
early conclusion between us and the Japa- 
nese and the subsequent ratification by 
most of the countries associated with us. 

6. There is even a possibility, although 
at the moment a fairly remote one, that it 
will be possible to fit the new Japan into 
a Pacific’ area defense organization like 
the orth Atlantie defense organization.

No Change in Constitution 


Mr. Dulles did not attempt to overcome 
either the Japanese reluctance to a revival 
of Japanese armed forces or the anxiety 
of our Pacific allies on this point. He 
proposes not that Japan rebuild its own 
national Japanese armed forces but that 
Japan make a suitable contribution to 
the defense forces of the Pacific area to 
be set up under a Pacific defense organiza- 
tion. In effect, this is the same formula 
the French have proposed for bringing 
German troops into the defense lines of 
the West. 

It would involve no amendment of the 
Japanese Constitution. If worked out prop- 
erly, it would remove any real basis for 
objection by the Philippines, Australia and 
New Zealand, for Japanese units serving 
in a multinational defense force involving 
the United States would not be likely ever 
to come under Japanese control or even 
domination.

The Old Order Passes 


SQUARE PEG, by Waiter Alien. (William Merrow & 

Co., 27! peqs.. $3.) 

It will be a surprise if 1951 produces 
a better-wrought, more deeply pondered 
novel than this. Here Mr. Allen unques- 
tionably asserts himself as a major novel- 
ist in the making. His story is that of a 
British industrialist, living in the present 
but looking to the past, a tragic figure 
tossed aside by the streanr of history. 

To realize the full implications of such 
a character involves an examination of the 
historical process itself, and this Mr. Allen 
has done with subtle brilliance. Eric 
Norby, the son and grandson of iron 
founders, heads Norby Castings, Ltd. In 
his own eyes he is still the paternal in- 
dustrialist responsible for the wellbeing 
of his “workpeople.” He cannot, or will 
not, adjust to the fact that his word is no 
longer absolute, that his firm is now only 
part of a much larger technological unit. 
Norby will not grasp that England has un- 
dergone another industrial revolution 
which has reduced his own stature from 
owner to manager. 

Round this central situation Mr. Allen 
has woven a taut and gripping story, pen- 
pled with remarkably vivid characters. He 
has the power to create a person in a sen- 
tence. Bert Bastable, for example, “with 
narrow shoulders, a narrow forehead from 
which sandy hair mounted like stubble in 
a narrow widow's peak, and foxy nose 
alert to trap a smell a mile away.” Or 
Miss Peake, the stenographer: “Her eyes 
darted backwards and forwards between 
the manuscript beside her and the paper 
in her machine; above the keys her fin- 
gers danced like a ballet of plump little 
white sausages.” 

It is a pleasure to read Mr. Allen's 
prose, lithe and lissome, yet so pin-pointed 
that every word gives the impression of 
having been chosen with lapidary care. It 
can rise to flights of vision ‘as in the 
cloging scene) or high emotional tension 
(as in Norby’s encounter with his father 
after the factory burns down) without 
mawkishness or loss of economy. 

“Square Peg” tells more about what is 
happening in England today than many 
a volume of straight history. This is in- 
deed the contemporary English novel at 
its best—published, revealing and with un- 
familiar red blood coursing through its 
paragraphs. Unlike so many British ndv- 
elists, Walter Allen’s brilliant future is 
not behind him. 
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The claim is made for Mr. Harvey's book 
that it is the fullest survey of Gothic art

Canned Salmon topped with crisp cheese pastry makes a dish to please family.

With fish as-Lenten fare be- 
ginning to cloy it is a good thing 
to be able to change flavors. 
There are differing flavors even 
in canned fish. 

Canned salmon is a very adapt- 
able fish and can be served with 
any of a number of sauces. It 
can be stretched to serve the fam- 
ily by cooking it in a casserole 
topped with pastry half-circles, 
or by turning it into a shortcake. 

Here are several recipes which 
should be budget. stretchers. 

Budget Salmon Casserole. 

One-quarter cup butter, or mar- 
garine. 

One small onion. 

One-third cup flour. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

One-quarter teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon paprika. 

Few drops Tabasco sauce. 

One teaspoon worcestershire 
sauce. 

One tall can salmon. 

One cheese pastry. 

Melt butter; add chopped onion, 
flour, milk, seasonings and oil 
and liquid from salmon. Cook to 
a medium sauce. Break salmon 
into pieces; add salmon and 
flaked fish to sauce. Turn into a 
casserole and top with pastry cut 
in half circles. Bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven (400 degrees) 
about 30 minutes, or until heated 
through and pastry is browned. 
Six servings. ' 

Salmon Short Cake. 

Prepare a rich biscuit dough 
using 2 cups flour. Divide dough 
into 2 parts. Pat each into 9-inch 
round. 

Salmon Filling. 

One pound tall can salmon. 

One-fourth cup mayonnaise. 

Three teaspoons chopped onion. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
chopped parsley. 

One-fourth cup chopped sweet 
pickle. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Combine ingredients. Place one 
round of dough on greased bak- 
ing sheet. Spread with filling 
and cover with second round of 
dough. Bake in a hot oven at 
425 degrees about 25 minutes, or 
until done. Cut in wedges and 
serve with cheese sauce. Serves 
six. 

Savory Salmon With Egg Sauce. 
One pound tall can salmon. 
One slice onion. 

One bay leaf. - 

One and one-half tablespoon 
butter. 

One and’ one-half tablespoon 
flour. 

One cup milk.

WASHINGTON, March 8—The 
Kefauver crime investigating 
committee has pierced the Iron 
Curtain, courtesy of Soviet propa- 
gandists. 

Moscow radio, in a domestic 
broadcast, quoted the committee 
report that “‘a second Government 
exists in the United States—the 
Government of the  crimina: 
world.” The broadcast added that 
the report “shows how deeply the 
criminal world has _ penetrated 
into all the fields of political life 
in America.” 

Citing the committee finding 
that Charles (Lucky) Luciano, de- 
ported gangster, directed the crim- 
‘inal world from Italy, the broad- 
cast noted: 

“The report speaks of corrup- 
tion among Government officials 
and of the connivance of author- 
ities with organized crime in all 
branches of the Government.” 

Luciano, the broadcast stated, 
had a “30- to 50-year sentence for 
pandering” reduced because he 
had “friends in high Government 
offices of the United States.”

HE insufficient-meld rule in 
the new Canasta laws will be 
among the most welcome 
changes, because it both eases 
and simplifies the ald rule. 


Under the new rule, if you 
make an insufficient meld you 


without penalty ex- 
this: The minimum your 


you now need 60; if 
90, you now need 100; if 120, you 
now need 130. 


There are no’ more penalty 
ecards that have to be discarded. 
But there is one case when there 
may be a penalty, in points. That 

when you first make an in- 
sufficient meld, and then correct 
it (in the same turn) without 


your hand to bring the meld up 
to the minimum, you look and 
see that you have a pair of aces. 
You decide to meld A-A-2 and 
return the two kings to your 
hand. You may do this, but there 
is a penalty of 100 points, de- 
ducted from your score after the 
play ends. 

Whenever, in rearranging melds 
to make them sufficient or legal, 
you return to your hand a card 
that you previously melded, this 
100-point penalty applies. 

Furthermore, this penalty ap- 
plies even when there is only one 
surplus card, and you are willing 
to discard that one.

ting “illegal melds”—that is, at- 
a to meld combinations that 
don’t form valid melds at all.

Or if you meld 
the sixes and discard the five, 
there is no penalty. But if you 
put one or more cards back in 
your hand, the penalty is 100 
points. 

An illegal meld, like an insuf- 
ficient meld, may be “condoned.” 
If your left-hand opponent draws 
before attention is called to your 
mistake, there is no penalty at all. 
But of course the ‘cards, which 
don't constitute a meld under the 
rules, can't stay on the table. 
Whenever they are discovered, 
they must be returned to your 
hand. You can’t correct that 
meld during somebody else's turn 
to play. Of course, once the cards 
are back in your hand, you may 
use them in melds when your 
turn comes.

We placed the children most likely to be attacked under 
the care of a strong boy monitor who watched a block where 
trouble might be expected. Then we studied.the children who 
were doing the attacking. We found them to be under- 
privileged children. They had scarcely good shelter, much 
less good homes. They had little of what healthy-minded, 
healthy-bodied children must have to be good children: good 
housing, good food, fresh air and sunshine and the feeling of 
being loved. 

The school set to work to fulfill as many of these needs 
as possible. A teacher took over the boy he thought he could 
help most until each potential trouble-maker was under the 
influence of a good leader.

The 
youth, who had violently rebuked 
his mother when she tried to sell 
the last relic of his projected 
reign, proceeds to address the 
cradle in verse, reliving the in- 
toxicating moment of his birth 21 
years earlier. Then, though the 
authentic cradle now at the mu- 
seum is an unrockable bed, Napo- 
leon Francis, “rocking the cradle 
with a finger,” commands, “Read 
to me while I die.” 


In that dramatic moment the 
cradle rocks, as Bernhardt’s sense 
of the theater told her it must 
rock, while the eaglet of unful- 
filled promise dies listening to an 
account of his own birth. “The ex- 
citement was intense. The crowd 
began to cheer and shout, ‘Long 
live the King of Rome! ...’” 

“King of Rome” puzzles many 
visitors to the museum. Numerous 
St. Louisans, like residents of 
three other cities who have viewed 
the show, are finding the cradle 
one of the exhibition’s outstanding 
hits and also its biggest mystery.
